FAIR PROMISES. 


The Judiciary Committee Postpores Action 
on the Gas Repealing Ordinance Under 
Assurances that the City Shall Have 
Favorable Contracts co 230 os and 
Kent to Appear Before the Committee 
Next Saturday with Distinct Propositions 
Tien for Madison Street Bridge Filed. 


When the J udiciary Committee assembled 
yesterday to discuss the ordinances repealing 
the Consumers’ franchises the Gas Trust 
was represented by Gen. Smith and Mr. 
Cohrs. Ald. Kerr, Sheridan, Harris, 
Wamline, and Gile of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee were present, and Aid. Manierre, Bur- 
meister, Badenoch, Whelan, Hildreth, Car- 
ney, and McCormick were spectators. Ald. 
Kerr, in calling the committee to order, 
stated that the gas companies desired to 
compromise, and in the event that the re- 
pealing ordinances were not passed would be 
willing to enter into stipulations with the 
city to furnisn gas for a given number of 
years at a price not to exceed 81.5 for the 
North and South Sides and $1.50 for 
the West Side per thousand. Gen. 
Smith was called upon, and he said 
that the gas companies would enter into such 
an agreement. He and Mr. Cohrs both made 
very conciliatory addresses and wanted the 
consideration of the matter postponed. Mr. 
Manierre objected to this. He thought the 
committee should report back to the Council 
Monday night, as they had been directed to 


do, and that report should be favorable to the 


repealing ordinances. Then if the gas com- 
panies came forward with a fair and reasona- 


ble proposition the Council could consider it. 


Ald. Kerr said the Council had no right to 
order the committtee to report Monday night, 
and they didn’t have to do so. Ald. Harris 
said if the companies made a proposition to 
the Council it would be referred back to this 
committee, and it would save time to post- 
pone in order to give the gas com es a 
chance. 

Gen. Smith said Messrs, Cummings and 
Kent were both absent from the city. If the 
committee would wait until next Saturday 
these gentlemen would appear before them 
and make a distinct proposition. Ald. Ham- 
line said if the offer was made in good faith 
he was willing to wait. He had ascertained 
that the companies were arranging to make 
an inferior article of gas, and he wanted this 
included in the negotiations. The companies 
must not only seil the gas for a reasonable 
os but they must make a good quality. 

essrs. Cohrs and Smith declared that the 
proposition would be submitted in good faith, 
and on this assurance the question was post- 
poned until next Saturday afternoon.

SUNDAY, OCTOBER 23, 1887. 
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Tun Chicago money market was quiet and 
steady, but with an easy tone. Local stocks 
were more active, mostiy in gas, the trust 
selling higher and Consumers’ declining 2 
per cent. New York exchange was easier. 
Stocks in Wall street were dull and lower in 
spite of a “ favorable” bank statement.—The 

Chicago produce markets were generally 
weak. with free local selling in the cereais. 
As compared with Friday pork for January 
closed 5 cents lower, ribs 2; cents lower, lard 
and rye steady, wheat 3g cent lower, corn 3g 
‘cent lower, oats unchanged, barley firm, flax- 
seeds cent lower, and timothy-seed 1 cent 
hieher. The receipts in this city during the 
week exceeded the shipments by 88,000 bush- 

dels in wheat and 1,096,000 bushels in corn. 

The packing of Chicago since.the close of 

last February includes 1,901,000 bogs, against 

2.394.000 for the same time last year and 

2,332,000 for the same time in 1885. 
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A most contemptible fight is being made 
against Mr. J. Frank Aldrich in the Hyde 
Park district to prevent his nomination for 
County Commissioner. The fight, it is said, 
is lead by a Deputy Sheriff named Morgan, who 
obtained his appointment in the first instance 
through the notorious boodler, informer, and 
perjurer, ex-Commissioner Lynn. All the 
Lynnites in Hyde Park are backing up Mor- 
gan now in the fight against Mr. Aldrich. 
The latter’s conduct in the County Board has 
been a standing rebuke to the fellows who 
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to are the institutions known as “ bucket- 
shops,“ which President Wright has since 
80 energetically endeavored to suppress with 
little better resuit. thus far than the 
adverse opinion by Judge Collins delivered 
last week. It is not always just to blame a 
man for changing his mind, as such altera- 
tion sometimes proves that he has grown 
wiser than before. Butin the present case 
it looks as if the policy outlined in the in- 
augural address was better than the one 
subsequently adopted for practice. The re- 
cont attitude of the board has been open to 
the charge of selfishness, a plea which has 
found industrious advocates among the men 
conducting the bucket-shops and their 
friends. It invited objection all the more as 
the board has recently adopted a cast-iron 
rule forbidding any of its members to trans- 
act business for others except at certain 
named rates of commission, which are al- 
leged to be higher than those asked for 
trading on the New York exchange, and very 
much above the “ commissions” exacted on 
the so-called trading in the bucket-shops. It 
is due to the good sense of very many mem- 
bers of the board to say that they recognize 
the falsity of the position, and that the board 
is far from being a unit in sustaining the 
hands of the executive in this matter. It is 
probable that the view of the case taken by 
Judge Collins, though more severe than it 
would have been but for the formation of so 
many trusts in the recent past, will form the 
starting-point for a radical change of policy 
on the part of the board—so far as regards its 
relations to the commercial world outside the 
ranks of its own organization. 


THE ANTI-JURY LAW “EXPENSE” ARGU- 
MENT SMASHED. 

One of the leading Democratic Judges, 
whose name is withheld for the present at 
his request, calls our attention to the fact 
that under the Jury Commission law no Dep- 
uty Commissioner can be employed at $500 
perannum or any other salary if any one of 
the Judges of record of Cook County objects. 
The vrovision of the law concerning this 
point is as follows: 

The said Commissioners shall have the power, 
with the approval of the Judge or Judces, to ap- 
point a competent elector in each voting pre- 
cinct Who shall be known as Deputy Jury Com- 
missioner. 

The reference to the Judge here is ex- 
plained by the fact that it was intended that 
the law should be general, and in all the coun- 
ties except Cook there is but one or at most 
two Judges. In Cook County, where there 
are twenty Judges, the clause will apply to 
all these Judges, and all of them must con- 
sent to the appointment of a Deputy Commis- 
sioner; otherwise there can be no such ap- 
pointment. It is the opinion of the Democratic 
Judge referred to that the clause cannot be 
interpreted to mean a majority of the 
Judges, for wherever in the same 
law a majority of the Judges is 
meant it is clearly set forth and 80 
stated. In the first section it is provided 
that “the Judges of the several courts of 
record of such county, or a majority of them, 
may in their discretion ’’ submit the law toa 
vote of the people on the requisit petition 
being filed. Again, in Seo. 3, immediately 
before the clause as to.the appointment of 
deputies, it is provided that the Commission- 
ers may be empowered, ‘‘ with the approval of 
the Judges, or a majority of the same, to appoint 
aclerk and the requisit number of assist- 
ant In both these cases the approval is 
by the Judges, “or a majority of them.” If 
that was to be the meaning of the clause re- 
ferring to the appointment of the Deputy 
Commissioners it would surely be stated. 

It is very clear that the Democratic Judge 
quoted is richt that the consent of all tne 
Juages is necessary to the appointment of a 
Deputy Commissioner. His opinion, it may 
be added, is sustained by Gen. Stiles, who 
arrived at the same conclusion as the result 
of independent inguiry on his own behalf, 
and by other well-known lawyers. 

This knocks the total-depravity-of-the- 
Judges argument of the Herald and mug- 
wump paper into a cocked hat, so to say. 
It is hardly possible that those sheets will 
maintain that one honest, conservative 
Judge capable of resisting machine 
influence cannot de found on the 
Cook County bench. It is alto- 
gether probable that the Judges, taking the 
interpretation here given of the law as the 
correct one, will refuse to appoint any Deputy 
Commissioners. Under the provision of the 
third section relating to clerks and assistants, 
quoted aboye, the Commissioners, with the 
approval of a majority of the Judges, can ap- 
point a sufficient number of clerks, at such 
compensation per diem as they may deem 
proper, to assist them in the performance of 
their duty. 

It is to be hoped that we will hear no more 
about the quarter or half million doliar 
expense objection for 449 deputies to this 
law. It has been shown to be untenable and 
ridiculous. 


WOMEN IN TRADES, 

A recent dispatch to the New York Herald 
contained some curious information as to the 
large number of ladies in London society who 
are taking to trades of various kinds. In 
some instances, it is said, these ladies are 
wives of landlords who cannot get their rents 
and are consequently in financial straits. 
Instances are given of well-known ladies who 
have opened shops for the sale of decora- 
tive work and started in the dressmaking 
and millinery business. The dispatch says: 
“One of the Lennoxes, the Duke of Rich- 
mond’s family, has a shop for robes and 
dresses and is doing well. Mrs. Kerr, Lord 
Dunraven’s sister-in-law, makes and sells 
bonnets and hats. She has exquisit skill 
and taste and is so successful as to be able 
to maintain a large family, the rents from 
her husband’s estates having almost en- 
tirely ceased. Mrs. Kerr has not yet 
opened a shop, but sells her goods to her 
friends. 

The example set by theif English sisters 
might be a profitable one for many America 
women in similar circumstances to f 
It is a common complaint that there are but 
few avenues of occupation open to women in 
this country, and particularly to women of 
the class who have seen better days, but the 
opportunities for genteel work are just as 


. 


numerous here as in England. Naturally 
these women cannot be expected to go into 
service or endure the fatigue and embar- 
rassment of shop work, nor can they do hard 
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them, and they would not interfere with those 
who have always been obliged to work fora 
living. Our women’s exchanges are already 
doing a good deal in this direction in supply- 
ing a place of sale for fancy goods, and the 
decorative-art societies also furnish employ- 
ment for many, but still more couid be done 
by women in trade, which would be light, 
easy, and profitable. As the fashion is thor- 
oughly English it of course is also correct. 
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EVANGELICAL CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE. 

The conference of Evangelical Christians, 
which is to meet in Washington early in De- 
cember, promises to be a notable event in the 
history of the church. The call for the con- 
ference is signed by some of the most prom- 
inent divines and laymen in this country, 
among them William E. Dodge, Presideut of 
the Evangelical Alliance; John Jay, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee; President 
Mesh, Phillips Brooks, Bishop Andrews of 
the Methodist Church, Bishop Clark of the 
Episcopal, Dr. Storrs, Gen. Howard, Howard 
Crosby, President Northrop, President 
Seelye, John H. Vincent, George H. Stuart, 
and Bishops Foster, Foss, Whittle, Bedell, 
and Hurst. The following questions will be 
discussed at the conference: 


First— What are the present perils and oppor- 
tunities of the Christian church and the country? 

Second—Can any of them be met best by a 
hearty codperation of all Evangelical Chris- 
tians, which, without detriment to any denomina- 
tional interests, will serve the welfare of the 
whole church! 

Third—Whatare the best means to secure 
such re en tae and to awaken the whole 
church to its responsibility? 


As incidental to. these questions, the call 
specifies many subjects for consideration, 
such as the necessity of extending the 
scheme of Christian institutions beyond its 
present area; the provision of more adequate 
church accommodations for the masses; the 
growth of individual Christianity; the die- 
content of workingmen ; the liquor question; 
the growing spirit of anarchy and lawlesness ; 
and social immoralities. 

Considered from an abstract point of view 
the calling of this conference is a cheering 
omen that the churches are coming nearer to 
each other and manifesting a disposition to 
work in concert. As this is the only way in 
which they can hope to accomplish anything 
for the general good it is matter for con- 
gratulation. These great questions can never 
be affected by denominational effort. It is 
Christianity, not a single sect, that must 
grapple with the evils of the day; the Chris- 
tianity which is at the very basis of our im- 
stitutions, not the denomination, which is at 
the basis of individual belief and can only af- 
fect individuais, and this can be done without 
denominational prejudice or rivairy and 
without infringing upon the doctrine of the 
separation of Church and State, which is 
‘such an important part of our National polity. 
It is clearly competent for the united 
churches to speak out boldly upon great Na- 
tional evils, to arouse the public conscience, 
and to impress its religious influence and au- 
thority upon the people, and this it can do 
without trenching upon the domain of civil 
government. In such a jurisdiction it can- 
not help becoming a powerful coadjutor with 
the latter in preparing the way for a freer 
exercise of its authority and securing more 
general respect for it as well as obedience to 
its laws. 

From this point of view the action of the 
Evangelical Alliance will commend itself to 
the sympathy of all patriotic men and wom- 
en. The exalted character of those who have 
signed the call and the interest they have 
always manifested in public affairs are guar- 
antees that they will not consider the great 
quéstions which they have underlined with 
any denominational bias or from a sectarian 
standpoint. The field they will occupy is a 
broad and practical one, and while great in- 
terest will attach to any action they may 
take looking to the enlargement and liberal- 

ization of the sphere of church work in 
Christian directions there will be equal in- 
terest felt in the position they will occupy 
with regard to the great moral questions 
they propose to discuss. 


THE QUESTION OF FREE SPEECH. 

“The only question here.“ said Chief-Jus- 
tice Waite of the Supreme Court in reply to 
Gen. Pryor, is whether or not the statute 
referred to is constitutional or not.” The 
statute in question was that governing the 
qualifications of jurors in Illinois, and the 
remark of the Chief Justice piainly indicates 
that the decision of the Supreme Court will 
turn on this matter in case a writ of error is 
allowed and the Anarchists’ case is taken into 
consideration. In fact, the question as to 
the competency of the jury is the only one of 
importance properly cognizable by the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court, and, as the Chief 
Justice so clearly stated, that court can 
determine only whether the Illinois stat- 
ute, which permits persons to serve on 
juries after they have read accounts of 
crimes and formed hypotnetical opinions as 
to the guilt of defendants, provides the due 
process of law guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. It was well that 
the Chief Justice warned the attorneys at 
the outset to confine themselves to the mat- 
ter in question and waste no time on such 
irrelevant propositions as the claim that the 
Federai Court has anything to do with an al- 
tegea interference with freedom of speech. 
The matter of regulating speech belongs ex- 
clusively to the State. The United States 
Supreme Court can take no cognizance of 
any such question arising inside a State. 
“If the court erred in ite administration 
that is a question for the State,” said Chief. 
Justice Waite, referring to the jury law. 
With still greater emphasis can this remark 
be applied to any State law regulating the 
exercise of speech. The first amendment 
to the Federal Constitution says simply that 
Congress shall make no law abridging the 
freedom of speech or of the press.” This 
language is sufficiently plain, but it is aiso 
settled by judicial interpretation that the 
provision in question applies only to C 
not to the States, The purpose of its adoption 
was to bedge in the power of Congress and 
secure the right of regulating the exercise 
of speech to the States themselves. Con- 
gress is denied the right to intervene, and 
the entire subject of speech is reserved for 
regulation by the States within their several 
jurisdictions. There is no doubt whatever 
that such is the meaning and séope of the 
amendment. The Supreme Court has 80 de- 
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that every one must keep a civil tongue in 
his head and exercise the right of free 
speech with careful regard not only for the 
rights but even for the sensibilities of others 
and for the good order of society. If he in- 
cites, advises, and encourages the commis- 
sion of a crime he is equal in guilt with the 
actual perpetrator. Speech is not free in 
Illinois, but is subject to a number of just 
regulations for the protection both of citi- 
zens and the public at large. 

So far from there being any absolute li- 
cense of speech in this country, the privilege 
is regulated by State laws and must be exer- 
cised decently. In no case can it be made a 
cover for crime or criminal agitation and in- 
citement. If any set of men don’t like the 
regulations of speech in this State or country 
they can leave it, If they want to slander or 
libel with impunity they should seek a coun- 
try which gives its citizens no protection 
from such abuses, if such a one can be found. 
If they desire to incite crime and induce 
others to engage in bomb-throwing, riot, and 
murder they would do weil to take them- 
selves outside the jurisdiction of Illinois or 
of any other American State. The right to 
commit crime by word of mouth and put 
dupes forward to take the punishment is not 
recognized in this country. Any man who 
has migrated to this country in the mistaken 
belief that free speech includes the right 
to instigate murder and other erime with im- 
punity would do well to put a check on his 
tongue or get his luggage together and depart 
without delay:

ABSURD ARGUMENTS AGAINST ANNEXA- 
TION TO CHICAGO. 

Having exhausted all the petty side-issue 
arguments against annexation to the city, 
and having failed to convince any impartial 
suburbanite that there is any force in them, 
the village taxeaters have fallen back on the 
old falsehoods about suburban taxation being 
lower than city taxation; that if annexation 
is carried saloons will be licensed in the 
prohibited districts; and that the fire ordi- 
nance of the city will be enforced in the sub- 
urbs and the eréetion of frame houses pre- 
vented. These exploded assertions are the 
stock arguments now. They can think of noth- 
ing else. Let us see what truth there is in 
them. 

First, as to the taxation argument. It tells 
heavily against the taxeaters of the suburbs. 
The delay in the equalization of taxes prevents 
the rates for this year being produced. But 
the following are the rates by school districts 
in the towns adjoining Chicago, as obtained 
from the County 's books for 1886 (com- 
parison is made dhe adjoining towns of 
Chicago): N

West Town. 65.05 per um- Bent ral ark e $1.08 
Austin, W. th per $100. 
Jefferson, 9. Ul per $100. 

It will be seen from these figures that, in 
every one of the suburban schoo! districts 
the rate of taxation 1s higher than in Chica 
go; that on the average it is about 40 per cent 
higher. But, say the taxeaters, the subur- 
ban property is not as highly assessed as city 
property. This is nonsense. The assess- 
ments are equalized by the County Board, 
which has ten city members and only three 
members from the suburbs immediately ad- 
joining the city. It is absurd to suppose that 
the ten allow the three to impose on them in 
this matter. Any apparent inequality in the 
assessments arises from the fact that city 
property is more valuable than suburban 
property merely because it is city property. 

In reference to prohibition districts the an- 
nexation law makes provisions for their be- 
ing permanently retained. The section of 
thé law governing this point is as follows: 


All ordinances for the regulation or restraint of 
the sale of intoxicating liquors which shall be in 
force in the whole or aay part of the said an- 
nexed territory at the time of said annexation 
shall continue in force therein and shall not be 
repealed except on the petition of one hundred 
householders within said eee portion and a 
vote for such repeal of the majority of ali the 
Aldermen of the Common Count of the to 
which such territory shall be annexed, inclu ing 
the vote therefor of the Aldermen in whose war 
N prohibited district shall then wholly or in part 

é. 


It will be noted in connection with the pro- 
vision given above that it requires the 
petition of 100 houscholders (not voters, it will be 
observed, but householders) to change the law as 
to the prohibition of hquor selling in any dis- 
trict where prohibition now prevails by 
village or town ordinance. The Aldermen 
representing the annexed district in the 
Council must next vote for repeal. One 
Alderman could not do it. Aldermen is the 
word used. And finally there should be a 
majority of all the Alaermen of the city for 
such repeal. Under the existing arrange- 
ments the prohibited districts can be wiped 
out by a majority of the Board of Trustees in 
every suburb at any time. Under the an- 
nexation law, in casé thé districts are taken 
into the city, the restrictions against 
repeal would make prohibition permanent. 
The present tendency in the city is to pro- 
hibit saloons in residence districts and in the 
vicinity of ehurches and school-houses. The 
only conspicuous opponent thereof is Meth- 
odist Bishop Merrill, who adduces a fanatical 
and preposterous argument against forming 
such dry districts. 

Now, in regard to extending the fire limits. 
Mr. Green, the Corporation Counsel, gave it 
as his opinion some weeks ago in the case of 
the annexed section of the Town of Jefferson 
that annexation did not extend the fire limits 
ordinance so as to include that section. That 
must be done by an independent ordinance. 
It is reasonable to suppose that in refer- 
ence to this matter the City Council 
would be governed by the advice of the 
Aldermen from the annexed suburbs, who 
would hardly fly in the face of their constitu- 
ents by advocating an obnoxious municipal 
law. Thé fire limits will be extended just 
when the people of the annexed districts 
desire it and no faster. 

This disposes of the three stock objections 
of the officehoiders and the “ patent-inside 
sheets” to annexation. They are founded 
on false assumptions. They are supported by 
wholesale lying and deception. They have 
no merit and will decéive no intelligent man 
in the suburbs. But the anti-ainexationists 
have great faith in the invincible power of

The Anarchists’ Case in the Supreme Court. 

The constitutional questions raised by counsel 
for the Anarchists in their petition for a writ of 
error to the Supreme Court of the United States 
are not new to that court and have all deen de- 
cided several times over. The mere fact that the 
full bench have consented to hear the applica- 
tion 1s no assurance they will grant the writ, 
though it is am assurance they will give the case 
grave and deliberate consideration. Writs of 
error to State courts have never been allowed 
as of right. The usual practice has been to sub- 
mit the record of the State court to a Judge of 
the United States Supreme Court. whose duty it 
is to ascertain upon examination whether any 
Federal question was made or decided in 
the State court, and whether the case 
upon the face of the record will justify the allow- 
ance of the writ. In general the allowance is 
made if it appears there is such a question in- 
volved in the record, but it will be refused when 
no such question was made or decided in the 
State court, and also when, although a claim of 
right under the Constitution may be made, there 
is a manifest misapprehension as to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Supreme Court. 

A case in no respect distinguishable from the 
present one went to the Supreme Court in 1869 
from the State of Pennsylvania. It Was the case 
of Twitchell vs, The Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia, and was an application fora writ of error 
directed to the State courts of Pennsylvania 
with a view to the revision of a judgment of the 
State courts by which Twitchell was con- 
demned to death for the crime of murder. In 
that case, as in the present one, the application 
was argued before the full bench, and the main 
ground taken was that the indictment upon 
which the judgment of the State court was ren- 
dered was framed under a statute of Pennsyl- 
vania in disregard of the fifth and sixth amend- 
ments of the Constitution of the United States. 
In the course of his decision refusing the wnt of 
error, Chief Justice Chase stated that it had long 
been decided in that court that those amend- 
ments were not restrictions upon the States, but 
were intended exclusively as restrictions upon 
the Federal power, and that this applied to the 
first ten amendments, which have always been 
regarded as in the nature of a bill of rights 
against the Federal power and not for the gov- 
ernment of the individual States. The Chief 
Justice does not mention the fourteenth amend- 
ment, though it was in operation at the time, 
having been promulgated in July, 1868, the 
decision being rendered in April, 1869. That 
case will undoubtedly dispose of all the 
questions raised by the Anarchists’ counsel 
under any of the fifst ten amendments, such as 
the right of the people peaceably to assemble, 
the seizuré of Spies’ papers, and being compelled 
to be witnesses against themselves. That leaves 
them the slender and forlorn hope of the ques- 
tion raised by Judge Tucker under the fourteenth 
amendment, which contains the restriction that 
no State shall deprive any person of life, liberty, 
or property without due process of law. The 
question raised under this is as to the validity of 
the Lilinois Jury law, which does not disqualify a 
man ds a juror because he has formed an opinion 
from rumors or newspaper accounts of the crime 
if he will state on oath he can render an impar- 
tial verdict in accordance with the law and the 
evidence. That law has already stood the 
test of the Illinoié Supreme Court, although 
tne Constitution of this State contains 
a similar phrase to that of the four 
teenth amendment, and in these days 
of newspapers, when Rumor has a thousand 
tongues, and every sort of news is sent abroad 
on the wings of the morning, it is not likely that 
the Supreme Court of the United States will go 
back to the Middle Ages to finda jurylaw. Be- 
sides, they have decidedin a number of cases 
that a juroris not incompetent because he has 
formed an opinion if he thinks he can render an 
impartial verdict on the evidence given in court, 
and the Illinois law goes not a whit further. As 
to the scope of the phrase due process of law.“ 
as used in the fourteenth amendment, there has 
been a good deal of misconception, and the Su- 
preme Court of the United States has of late 
years been crowded with cases from State 
courts, the litigants supposing they could bring 
all manner of State laws and of State court 
decisions before that court for review. 
They have no sooner been reached 
than they have deen turned to the 
right about. While the phrase due process of 
law cannot be defined so as to meet all poss- 
blé cases, the courts have held that a law which 
acts impartially upon all citizens alike and gives 
all an equal chance in court does not antago- 
nize it. 

Taking then the case, and the points made as 
foreshadowed in thé dispatches from Washington 
yesterday, it seems extremely probable that the 
court will say they can acquire no jurisdiction of 
the case by writ of error, and are therefore 
obliged to refuse it. This will leave the con- 
demned Anarchists without hope, except in the 
clemency of the Governor. 


The New Fifth and Sixth Wards. 

It has been suggested that a better way to re- 
adjust the boundary line between the new Fifth 
and Sixth Wards so as to make their voting pop- 
ulations more nearly equal would be to add that 
portion of the new Fifth, being a half-mile 
square, lying south of Thirty-third street and 
west to Halsted, to the new Sixth. This block 
of territory contains about 7,000 inhabitants and 
1,200 registered voters. The new Fifth has 43.328 
inhabitants and 5,700 registered voters, and the 
new Sixth only N, % inhabitants and 2,900 
voters. If the addition is made the new 
Fifth will then contain 36,000 population and 
4.00 registered voters, and the new Sixth 
will have 34,500 population and about 4,100 
voters. The annexation of the Brighton 
Park district will add about 900 more 
voters, and thus the two wards will con 
tain just about equal population and voters. 
The readjustment, too, would be satisfactory to 
the new Fifth-Warders and to the Aldermen re- 
siding in that ward. It appears that shifting the 
line from Halsted street to Lowe avenue, as sug- 
gested the other day, would give too large a pop- 
ulation to the western ward. Any otner north 
and south line would necessitate the cutting up 
of the précifiets. Let the half-éection south of 
Thirty-third street and east of Halsted go with 
the Bridgeport ward, by all means. The popula- 
tion will then be more homiogenéous, and will 
constitute happier civic groups.

What's the Matter with Chicago ? 

Cnc, Oct. 22.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 
In last Suaday’s Trisune it appeared that 
some one had asked the question, What is 
the matter. with Chicago,” and the editor 
said, Nothing was the matter with her.” 
No; thereis nothing the matter with Chi- 
cago—her lungs are well inflated by the lake 
and prairie & and the whole great West 
is her backer. She is nowon the home- 
stretch, with Ph Iphia and New York as 
her only competitors. Give her a little time 
and she will come in ahead, as far as popula- 
tion is concerned. 

The foilowing will fully explain what is

MONETARY. 


There was ho material change ih the local 
money market Saturday. A very large counter 
business was transacted at those of the banks 
which deal prominently with employers of labor, 
while business with the country was lighter than 
on previous days of the week. There was no 
change in rates, 7@8 per cent being named as the 
price asked for accommodation, with very little 
disposition to find fault on the part of customers. 
But there was an easier feeling in the air,“ the 
belief being expressed that the slackening of the 


financial strain at the seaboard must necessarily 
be followed by similar conditions here. 

New York exchange was easier. It was eariy 
quoted at about 4c, but closed at a discount of 
50c per $1,000. In foreign exchange there was no 
marked variation from the res of Friday. 
There is seldom any buta light business in the 
latter the last day of the week. 

In local securities Gas Trusts were again prom- 
inent and stronger. On the Stock Exchange 
some half a dozen brokers had orders to buy. 
though most of them seemed to be limited below 
the views of holders. Sales were: 100 shares at 
40% seller 30 days, 100 at 41 do, and 100 at 41 reg- 
ular. At the close, 41 was bid and 46 asked for 
regular. Consumers’ Gas was active and weak- 
er, opening with a sale of 5,000 at 8. followed by 
1,000 at 81, and 10,000 at 8. Also Chicago 
Board of Trade Ss sold at 100%. Sales over the 
counter and on the street included 50 shares 
Bank of Illinois stock at 180; also ö shares Atlas 
National Bank at 118, and 8,000 Cook County is 


at 108. 

On the Board of Trade only 1,900 shares were 
reported as having changed hands for the day. 
The list included St. Paul at 72½ % 78. Northwest- 
ern at 107%@107%, Lake Shore at 922%@02%, and 
Western Union at 76%. The clearings of Friday 
were 17,500 shares. 

Stocks in New York ranged lower in the ab- 
sence of much buying support. and apparentiy 
none of it from this city. Chicago operators 
were rather inclined to sell than buy, though not 
doing much either way, and very little news 
came here that was calculated to influence the 
oourse of trading. 

The New York bank statement er to have 
been a surprise even to those who expected 
it would be what ies known as a favorable one.“ 
The decrease in loans and a large increase in de- 
posits conspired to cause an unusually liberal 
augmentin the surplus reserve, which relieved 
the fears of some in regardto a tighter money 
market for the near future. A decline in stocks

Public—The Position of the Retailers 


and Wholecalers—Sugar Stocks in the 
United States. 


Just a year ago Tux Trreune published an 
article on the depression of the sugar market 
and chronicled the fact that never before m 
the history of the trade had standard granu- 
lated sugar been as low. fhe direct cause 
was said to be overproduction, the refiners 
being able to manufacture sugar much faster 
than consumers used it; the overproduction 
on the partof the planters. was due to the 
fact that at previous prices they were mak- 
ing money and sought to increase their prof- 
its by turning out more sugar. When the ar- 
ticle referred to was publisned standard 
granulated sugar was quoted at 5 13-16 cents, 
the lowest price ever known in the history of 
the trade, and the prediction was made that 
unless something unforeseen occurred prices 
were likely to be even lower. Today stand- 
ard granulated sugar is quoted at 6 11-16 
cents, an advance of almost one cent over 
prices a year ago, and the cause of this will 
be explained more fully hereafter. 

Jan. 1, 1884, standard granulated sugar 
opened at 7 13-16 cents and Jan & it sold for 
7 cents, the highest point of the year. From 
this point it declined te 5% cents Dec. 31, bo- 
ing the lowest point for the year. Jan. 1, 
1885, stancard granulated sugar opened at 
53 cents, advanced to 6)¢ cents Jan. 26, de- 
clined in April to 5 15-16 cents, and advanced 
in May to 6% cents, reaching the highest 
point of the year in September, which was 
7 cents, and closed at the end of the year 
at 6 13-16 cents. Jan. 1, 1887, the market 
closed at 6 13-16 cents and reached the high- 
est point April . when it touched 77% cents. 
This was on account of the strikes in the 
large retineries in the East. 

The aver bord price of fair refining 

r in the United States for forty years is 

4 100 centa, the lowest price to Jan. 1, 
1885, was in 1848, when it was 237-100 cents; 
the lowest price in 1885 was 2 60-100 vents, 
while today’s price is 34-100 cents. A year 
ago it was 2.73 cents. The quotations for re- 
fined sugurs when exported, less drawbacks, 
compared with last year at this time are as

The drawback on sugar may be briely ex- 
plained. When reuners desire to export 
sugars on which they have paid aduty the 
Government allows them what is called a 
arawback, and the amount more than pays 
the duty previously paid, and the excess 
amount is intended to apply on the cost of 
manufacture. The payment of the draw- 
back runs sometimes for months before the 
refiner gets his money. The object of the 
drawback is to reimburse the exporter of the 
refined sugar. 

There is no longer much doubt regarding 
the Sugar Trust,which has been receiving so 
much attention of late, not only by the trade 
but by consumers as well, the latter be- 
ing interested to the extent of prob- 
abiy $10,000,000 per annum. which this 
new organization will probabiy take 
out of their pockets. The Sugar Trust is 
now organized, with Mr. H. O. Havemeyer of 
Messrs. Havemeyer & Elder as President 
and Mr. John E. Searles Jr. of the Have- 
— 4 Sugar Refining Company as Secretary 
and Treasurer, and the efforts of the trust 
are now being centered in ascertaining the 
exact status of euch refinery in the new 
stock concern. It is said that three refluer- 
ies in New York have either closed to take 
account of stock or are working out their 
surplus, and other refineries, both in New 
York and Boston. will follow suit, The three 
refineries in New Orleans, one in Portland, 
and the St. Louis refinery have joined the

In fact, 
the demandsfor retined this week is much 
ahead of the supply and will so continue for 
awhile, owing to the necessity of ciosing 
each refinery for a short time at least to take 
avcount of stock preparatory to starting 
again on anew basis The position which the 
raw market will take under the trust is 
quite uusettled, and depends entirely upon 
whether the ‘trust’ buys ay for all con- 
cerned or each refinery buys for itself as 
heretofore. It would seem that as each re- 
finery isa stockholder in every other refin- 
ery, that mutual interests will protected 
by less competition in the raw market than 
heretofore, and that the importer will be dis- 
couraged; but, as soon as practicable, some 
defin:t policy will no doubt be made public by 
the ‘trust.’ The formation of the ‘trust’ 
just at this time, when the sugar trade of the 
world is coming out of along period of de- 
pression, appears to have an influence in 
causing an advance in prices which does not 


belong to it.“ 

Of course it has been questioned as to what 
the resnit of this Sugar Trust will * and 
men in the trade who are supposed to know 
something about the matter are plied with 
questions as to what will be the ultimate 
outcome, but the questions are much more 
easily asked than answered. It would seem 
as if it depended entirely upon what course 
the trust will pursue in its dealings with 
the consumer. Some believe that great cau- 
tion will be exercised in not exacting too 
much, others are emphatic in their belief 
that ali the money thut can be squeezed out 
of the conswmer will be scoo 
monopoly, and that $10,000, 
overestimate of the additional amount 
which the consumers of the country will 
have to pay for their sugar during the com- 
ing year, Which amount represents the ex- 
tr amount which the refiners will make. 
Of course there are many who claim that 
this amount is high, but if this monopoly is 
to be worked in the manner which has char- 
acte this 
kind the ly is 
not overestimated. question 
which has been brought up is whether whole- 
salers or retailers will obtain a profit on their 
sugar hereafter. It isa well-known fact that 
as a rule wholesalers and retailers make no 
profit on sugar, and ithas not been demon- 
strated how the trust will protect them in 
any way. It would seem to be in order that 
the retail trade should form a trust of its 
own, and bring about some means of obtain- 
ing à profit on an article which forms so large 
a part of his trade, but here, again, the con- 
sumer would suffer, and doubuless double the 
amount referred to above would pot be an 
under estimate of the amount which wouid 
come out of him should the latter plan be 
carried out. There is no doubt that the sugar 
trade has been in a bad condition fora long 
time, whether viewed from a refiner’s, whole- 
suler’s, or retailer's standpoint, and although 
the statistical position is frequently iaade to

The 
advance from this cause might commence at 
any time, or it may be delayed a month or 
two during free receipts of crops, but it can- 
not be deiayed for jong; there is too much 
evidence of a persistent consumptive demand 
that will not be easily checked. 

Stocks of sugar in all hands in the United 
States have been reduced during the last 
week 6,306 tons. Stock in all countries is 
522.358 tons, against 687,532 tons last year, and 
against last week’s figures of 532,630 tons and 
707,737 tons. Raw sugar advanced one-six- 
teenth cent and refined one-fourth cent dur- 
ing the week and closed strong. The ad- 
vance thus far made is vonsidered as merely 
the natural result of the consumption of the 
last twelve months having -been some 200,000 
tons more than the production of the same 
tame, and with the smaller production of the 
coming twelve months, one vent per pound is 
looked upon as a moderate estimate of the 
advance necessary to bring the consumption 
within the limits of the supply. It may prove 
much greater. 

As regards the raw r market, advices 
from the East report o a moderate busi- 
ness during the last three days, refiners hav- 
ing shown very little disposition to makeany 
addition to their stocks, but on account of 
the strong statistical position of supplies a

Meeting of West-Siders Interested in Rapid

The entire list was 
so laid over, but an impression was thus er- 
roneously produced that there was a move- 
ment to defeat Mayor O’Brien’s application.

Blaine Likely to Take a Trip to Germany 
—Another of Britain's Hereditary Rulers 
in Trouble—General Gossip by the Cable.

BrxlIx, Oct. 22.— The opening of the new 
University year has attracted to Berlin an un- 
usually large number of American studen 8 
and professors. Dr. Morse of Peabody Insti- 
tute has been here, but has gone on to Dres- 
den. Clement L. Smith, professor of Latin 
and dean of Harvard University, is here 
with his family for the winter, not exactly as 
a student, but rather to enjoy the atmosphere 
of study and learning which surrounds Ber- 
lin. Prof. Lincoln, senior professor of Brown 
University, comes to Berlin for a few weeks 
only, as does also the Rev. G. R. Scott of Bos- 
ton. Prof. Dorchester is here on a year’s 
leave of absence from the chair of political 
economy of Boston’s university. Albert P. 
Carman, tutor of mathematics at Prince- 
ton, is also here for the season. Among 
the younger students now hard at work in 
Berlin are Robert Ferguson, Columbia Col- 
lege, Class of 1883, now Fellow of Union 
Theological Seminary; McEvery, Fellow of 
Princeton Coliege, and his classmate, Jack, 
of this year’s crop; E. R. Wagner of Wittem- 
burg College, Ohio; Dr. J. A. Fordyce of the 
Chicago Medical College, Class of 1881; 
Camille Von Klinze of Harvard, 1886; Dr. 
Bradley Gaither and Dr. C. B. Gamble, botn 
natives of Baltimore. and twin graduates of 
Princeton College 1885, and the University 
of Maryland 1887. Emma V. Miller, Jobns- 
town, Pa., isin Berlin studying music, but 
Helen C. Abbott, Philadelphia, who came 
here to study chemistry, finds Berlin ideas 
opposed to the education of women in chem- 
istry ; therefore she goes on to the more liberal 
Zurich College.

the most unexpected is the Russian institute 
for the study of Roman law, established and 
supported by Russia for Russians exclusively, 
though it forms part of this Prussian univer- 
sity and though the teachers are all Ger- 
mans. The Oriental seminary is waiting for 
the paint on its building to dry, but expects 
soon to open its doors to 100 pupils. Forty 
candidates were, by the way, rejected as 
coming from among those who failed in 
other courses of study, and from whom, 
therefore, the best work could not 
be expected. Prof. Sachan, dean 
of the new seminary, kindly gives 
an idea of its objects and of its courses of 
study. Instruction will be given in Arabic, 
Hindustani, Chinese, modern Greek, Persian, 
Turkish, Japanese, and Snaheli. Each lan- 
guage will be taught by a German expert, as- 
sisted by a native of the country. In addi- 
tion to each language there will be lectures 
on the customs, raphy, statistics, re- 
gion, and modern history of each country.

Under the present plan of jury selection 
‘everything is left to an irresponsible jury 
clerk, usualiy the pet of some County Com- 
gussioner, who either does as it pleases his 
fancy or draws his jurors on the recommend- 
uon of some County Commissioner. His 
plan, when not interfered with and when 
oveying the law as he interprets it, is to take 
the poll- list for State officers and select the 
name of every tenth or every fifth or twelfth 
voter. as une case may be, and compare it 
with tbe directory. If the names are found 
in the directory they are enlistea as those of 
jurors. As many as may be required fora 
term are then taken and putinto a box and 
the names are drawn out of this box by the 
baiuff for summoning jurors. The persons 
are summoned as required. It happens that a 
large percentagé of the persons corresponding 
to these names cannot be found. Others are 
the names of militiamen, policemen, school- 
teackers, doctors, firemen, infirm persons, or 
those who cannot speak the English language 
or understand it. About 10 per cent do not 
respond to the summons for service, and 
juliy 80 per cent of those who respond are 
excused for various causes after being paid 
tor waiting time” and mileage. The venire

It is manifest that such Deputy Commissioners, 
if authorized, would only be appointed for a day 
or so, for no more time would be required for the 
performance of their duties. Their pay is fixed 
at not less than 8500 per annum. That means at 
the rate of 2 annum. which would be about 
$1.38 per day. The statute does not authorize 
the payment of a year's salary fora day's serv- 
ices. The term of the Commissioners is fixed by 
the statute. The term of the Deputy Commis- 
sioners is not Axes, and bence is left to the ap- 
pointing power. When the term of employment 
ends the sulary also ends.

Orrawa, Ont., Oct. 22.— Without waiting to

The press of Canada especially, irrespective 
of politics, is already taking exception 
to his utterances at Birmingham, in which 
he is reported as having said, in referring 
to the fisheries question, that in the pres- 
eut case Great Britain is in a posi- 
tion which is almost that of an im- 
partial observer uot directly or immedi- 
ately concerned in the controversy raised. 
In his Belfast s h be said commercial 
union with the United States meant free 
trade between America and the Dominion, 
and a protective tariff against the mother 
country, which ically meant political 
separation from Great Britain, and this has 
raised the indignation of those who are en- 
deavoring to extend existing commercial re- 
lations between Canada and the United 
States. The Free Fre, one of the leading 
Liberal organs, charges him with ignorance 
of Canadian affairs, a qualification uot likely 
to assist him in his duties in adjudicating, in 
the interests of nada,,on the Fisheries 
Commission, while his pronounced determi- 
nation to ovpose closer commercial inter- 
course brands him as an enemy of rec 
iprocity or any enlargement of trade 
relations between the United States 
and Canada. Prof. Goldwin Smith is of the 
opinion that Mr. Chamberlain must have 
been wrongly reported, asin a private letter 
to a friend recently he speaks of himself as 
unperfectly informed as to the internal poli- 
cy of the Dominion.

WHOOPING UP ALDRICH. 
ROUSING ANTI-GERRYMANDER MEET- 
ING AT OAKLAND, 


The Attempt te Defeat J. Frank Aldrich’s 
Re-election for County Commissioner 
Indignantly Denounced by Business- 
Men—Former Friends of His Opponent 
Declare that Mr. Aldrich by His Activ- 
ity Against Boodiers Has Now Their 
Support—Testimonials in His Favor. 


The rain and snow last night did not pre- 
vent the assemblmg of a large number of 
business men at Oukland, Hyde Park, to pro- 
test against the outrageous gerrymander of 
the primary election voting precincts ac- 
complished by the clique that is opposing the 
reélection of J. Frank Aldrich, andalso to 
indorse the record of that honest County 
Commissioner. The people at Oakland suffer 
from the gerrymander arranged by the 
County Central Committeeman from Hyde 
Park and those who are operating with him. 
They are especially indignant because these 
same persons last year tvorked and voted for 
Mr. Aldrich, but now oppose him because he 
has not favored their schemes. At Oakland 
four regular election precincts have been 
thrown into one, and in order to make it safe 
against Aldrich the Kenwood precinct was 
thrown in. At Pullman the polling place was 
changed from the usual place at the Bouton 
shops, where there are many voters, to the 
Nickel-Plate shops, where few Republican 
voters can be found. In Mr. Aldrich’s own 
precinct at South Park the poll has been 
taken from the usual place and established 
at the town hall in South Park. Cummings 
has been put in a precinct with Colehour and 
Hegewisch and tue poiling place established 
at Colehour. This scheme for gerrymander- 
ing Mr. Aidrich outof the convention has 
aroused great indignation, and last night’s 
meeting was called to show it and also to in- 
dorse the Commissioner. The latter object 
was more than accomplished. Every speaker 
among them persons who former! supported 
Mr. Cowles, enthusiastically indorsed Mr. 
Aldrich. 

W. C. Keaney called the meeting to order. 
In doing so he said about a year ago Mr. J. 
Frank Aldrich was elected County Conmis- 
sioner for three years. Since that timea 
new law had been passed which shortened 
the term. It had been supposed that Mr. 
Aldrich’s record would entitie him to re- 
election without opposition and without a 
canvass. It now appeured that another can- 
didate was in the field, supported by certain 
parties, who hoped by a still-hunt to beat 
the present Commissioner. Heretofore Hyde 
Park had not been so successful in electi 
honest Commissioners that she could now al- 
ford to throw Mr. Aldrich over. This drive 
at er Lynn was received with applause. 
Mr. Kenney nominated Mr. Huey to preside 
over the meeting, and he was elec 

Mr. Huey. on taking the chair, reiterated 
what had been said by * Kenney. Noth- 
ing bad been said against Mr. Aldrich's char- 
acter and no one was opposed to him but the 
officeholders, and he was curious o find out 
what they could say againsthim. He was 
sure Mr. Aldrich would be elected. 

Mr. L. H. Bisbee said if there ever was a 
time when the advocates of good government 
should f° to the primaries now was the 
time. e hardly knew Mr. Aldrich, 
but he did know that he was one 
of the best Commissioners that had 
ever been elected. The cleanest County 
Board that had ever assembled in the eounty 
—a reform board composed of Democrats 
and Republicans—had elected him Chairman. 
To refuse to elect him would be saying we 
repudiate honesty. He had never seen such 
a state of affairs. He had nothing to say 
but Mr. Aldrich had 
served oniy one-third of the time for which 
he was elected, had served well, and no man 
ought to dare to come out and run against 
him. The County of Cook was in trouble. 
There never was a time when it s0 much 
needed an honest County Board. It was in 
debt $1,500,000—not through the fauit of 
Mr. Aldrich, who was personally known 
to have saved the county money. Mr. 
Cowles would stand at tne polls and present 
his tickets. Mr. Aidrich would not do so. 
The people of this primary precinct should 
come out and attend to it for Mr. Aldrich. 
In bis judgment it was the most important 
question that had ever ceme up in Hyde Park 
politics. 

Mr. Mann said it had only been a few days 
since the people had learned that any man 
would have the cold-blooded cheek to come 
out and ask men to vote for himself against 
this honest man in the County Board. The 
people of Oakland precinct shouid show that 
they do not repudiate honest officials. When 
Mr. Aldmch was elected a year ago he was 
littie knowa. At that time no one dreamed 
of the extent of the corruption 
that stalked in all the county inst 
tutions and permeated eve branch 
of the government. Mr. Aldmch was 
then in a minority. He was cajoled and bull- 
dozed by the gang, but could not be captured. 
He ransacked the pigeon-holes and brought 
out the evidence that enabled Mr. Grinnell 
to convict the boodiers. Mr. Aldmch was 
not an active candidate. He had been urged 
to become one, but had said his record was 
not unknown and he could notdoso. The 
people must and would come out to the polls 
and elect him. He had nothing to say 
against Mr. Cowles, but hc believed that the 
man who had the presumption to present 
himself before honest men under the circum- 
stances had something the matter with his 
head. The only trouble with Mr. Alarich 
was that he did not spend his time getting 
places for a few office-brokers. It was not a 
mere majority that was wanted. The vote 
must be large enough to bury the idea that 
honesty must not be sustained—that no one 
but a crazy man would stand up against it 
hereafter. 

Mr. J. M. Hill said he was a warm personal 
friend of Mr. Cowles. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances there would be no reason why he 
should not be elected County Commissioner. 
Mr. Aldrich was not known to him person- 
ally, but he had been tried one year. © was 
one of the best Commissioners the county 
had ever enjoyed. Why should he be put aside? 
Perbaps the boodlers could tell. If the good 
people of Hyde Park put him aside they 
would make asses of themselves. Cowles 
was an honest man, but he did not want any 
other man when he could get Aldrich. If it 
had not been for him the boodlers would not 
have been convicted. 

Dorsey Patton said if the people turned 
out the opposition would be defeatei two to 
one. Aldmch was a good Republican and an 
honest man. 

Col. Crosby, another personal friend of 
Mr. Cowles, who op Mr. Aldrich. last 
rear, said he was not in favor of swapping 

orses in crossing a stream. It was known 
that the boodlers dared him to be honest, 
but he never flinched. He went into the 
board knowing he was going into a gang of 
thieves. He was almost the only man who 
dared to do his duty. What was the result! 
The jail was nearly full of thieves, some were 
in Canada, and one was willing to pay $1,000 
to get back. He was more in favor of Ald- 
rich now than he was for Cowles a year ago. 
Hyde Park should be proud tociaim bim as 
her own. He shouid be indorsed so heart- 


ily that no man would hereafter 
question 1 To o him was

was an insult to every man in Hyde Park to 
ask them to vote against Aldrich. 

Dr. Newkirk said every man should make 
it his business to try and influence the voters 
in favor of indorsing Aldrich and his honest 
record.

This delay was 
caused by a caucus which was held at the 
party headquarters, No. 167 Washington 
street. The great minds of the Labor move- 
ment were present, and in their wisdom 
found vent in a slate so that the work 
of the convention might be accomplished 
with method and dispatch. The caucus was 
overwhelmingly in favor of the ticket nomi- 
nated by the Goudy faction of the Vemoc- 
racy. After the usual amount of wrangling 
a slate was arranged that inciudéd five new 
Labor candidates for County Commissioners 
and five from the silk-stocking Democracy. 
J. Frank Aldrich was selected as the lone 
representative from the Republican party. 
Mark L. Crawford, Matt Kearney, John 
Goodwin, and Robert Hill were the Labor 
candidates selected. The silk-siocking Dem- 
ocrats who were favored by the caucus 
nomination were Thomas Brenan, George P. 
Bunker, John T. Noyes, John Tempel, and 
Wiiliam Fallon. The caucus was in favor of 
L K Boycsen for State’s Attorney. Phere 
was no opposition to Judge Gary. It was 
understood that five of the candidates on the 
Goudy ticket would withdraw. and that that 
faction of the Democracy would then indorse 
the five new Labor men on the Gleeson ticket. 

Tnis program was as successfully execu ted 
as could have been expected. There was an 
aggressive Kern faction on hand and they 
succeeded in defeating the well-laid plans of 
the gang in one instance, though they were 


unable to place a short-hair upon the ticket. 
There were a few deluded delegates present 
who were astounded at the baref trade, 
but they left the hall when the situation 
fully dawned upon them. Whenever there 
was auy danger that the convention would 
be led astray by uninformed delegates 
Gleeson and O’Neil would assume entire 
control of affairs and gag all oppesition.

Mr. Colby is a 
lawyer; and has always been considered a 
Repubiican. He is known to be in sympathy 
with the radical labor movement, and can 
have the nomination if he will accept it. 
Jesse Cox. the defeated candidate on the 
Socialist ticket for City Attorney. declares 
that he will accept no nomination this trip. 
Sigismund Zeisler, the Anarchists’ attorney, 
w probably be tendered the nomina- 
tion for the office of State’s Attorney. 
A score of candidates are mentioned for 
County Commissioners, among them being 
Frank Stauber, Dr. Ernest Schmidt, C. G. 
Dixon, George Rohrback. Robert Nelson, and 
others who figured as candidates at the 
former elections. Delegates have been elect- 
ed from seventy labor organizations, thirty 
of them being attached to the Central Labor 
Union. secretary Wheeler says that 280 del- 
egates will be present.

The week brought the vilest weather, and 
in the way of news the constant fow of ru- 
mors regarding the Crown Priace’s ill-health 
and the Empress’ iliness. 

There has been snow in those parts of Ger- 
many where snow is not due fora fortnight 
yet, and elsewhere day after day of cold driz- 
zle, which makes one take the gloomiest view 
of the constantly-recurring phs con- 
cerning the large shipmentsof war material 
into Bulgaria. Those to whom the weather 
left some interest in life had a large field for 
speculation regarding these shipments as to 
who has suddenly supplied money which 
enabled Bulgaria not only to order but to ob- 
tain an immense amount of war material 
from twenty different firms. Bulgaria, per- 
force, buys for cash or not at all. Hence it 
is interesting to read that arms orderea 
months ago in Austria and Germany have un- 
expectedly been taken out of pawn to swell 
the Bulgaria stock. French papers mention 
in this connection that Herr Krupp has been 
visiting his rival iron prince, but the connec- 
tion is ridiculous, for Prince Bismarck is 
known to value Pomeranian thalers almost 
as highly as his Pomeranian grenadiers. 
The Berlin Post, which 1s semi-officiai in edi- 
torials, though not in news, prints a thrillin 
appeal to German women not to buy goods o 
the enterprising French firms which deluge 
Germany with dress-patterns. To emphasize 
the desire for patriotism the Post also points 
to alleged French negotiations with the Cos- 
sack freebooter who offers to raise 2,000 sav- 
ages to ravage the German frontier in ad- 
vance of the French army, provided only 
that France permit of the pay fixed as the 

rice of German heads. This would sound 

arcical even to Germans if the last war had 
not so saddened the nation at large as to take 
away the probability of the comic view of 
war rumors. 

At money losses Berlin can, however, 
laugh, and has accordingly indulged in a 
somewhat sickly grin at finding that the 
firm of Bernhardt, Sandbank & Co. has been 
ruined by the Leipzig failure. Mr. Sandbank 
was a banker, inappropriate as is his name 
to his profession. There has also been a lit- 
tle mild self- praise on the part of conserva- 
tive German 2 rs at the spectacle of a Lib- 
eral London Vv besieged by a mob of Rad- 
ical voters. Real interest, though, has cen- 
tered in some Government statistics which 
show that to live most cheaply on ham one 
must go to Posen, while veal-iovers get most 
for their money in East Prussia, etc.

DISASTROUS FIRE IN ST, LOUIS, 


The Establishments of Twelve Firms De- 
stroyed or Damaged. 

Sr. Urs. Mo., Oct. 22.—[Special.]—This 
evening one of the best business blocks in the 
city was burned, entailing a loss of nearly 
$500,000. At 6:10 o’clock flames burst out 
through the windows in the second-story of 
Woolman, Todd & Co.’s wholesale shoe- 
house, No. 413 Washington avenue. The 
structure was f stories high, and the 
flames reache@ the roof via the elevator- 
shaft before the first engine arrived 
onthe scene. A strong wind was blowing 
from the south, and before the fight was 
well begun the five-story building occupied 
by John Martin & Co., wholesale boots and 
shoes, on the east, and the five-story build- 
ing occupied by Koerner’s ¢afé and Weiss & 
Co., wholesale dealers in ladies’ undergar- 
ments, on the west, were in flames. As the 
fire burned towards the rear it communicated 
with the wholesale stores that fronton the 
west side of Fourth street, just north of 
Washington avenue, The tt Furniture 
Company's warehouse and mammoth sales- 
room were first to go. The furniture burned 
fiercely ana rapidly, and for a moment it 
looked as if the whole bleck was doomed. 
The Scarett Company’s building was a five- 
story brick and occupied seventy-five feet 
front. Immediately north was the whole- 
sale fur house of pard Roos, the largest 
one in the Southwest. Mr. Roos, besides 
dealing in fine 8 a specialty of 
storing furs for the Louis public. It is 
estimated that he had $50,000 worth of other 
—— fur in his store tonight. The build- 
ng, with its contents, was destroyed. The 
Mitchell Furniture Company, next to the

St. Paul., Minn., Oct. 22.—[Special. |—A 
great feat in railroad eonstruction is the 
building of the Manitoba extension from Mi- 
not to Great Falls, Mont. There has been 
some pretty rapid railroad work done in the 
Northwest since the early days of the North- 
ern Pacific, but the construction of this 
branch is without a parallel in point of rapid- 
ity, and the work has been well done, too. 
The entire len of the line from Minot to 
Great Falis is miles, and April 2 year 
the end of the was only five t 
of Minot.

For the first month but thirty miles of 
track were laid, owing to the fact that the 
graders were not far enough in advance to 
give the trac ers fair swing.

was done. The record of progress by months

The largest month’s record was in August, 
and the largest week of any seven was 
from Aug. 6 to 13, 32.5 miles — 8 The 
largest individual day's work was that of 
Aug. 11, when 42,300 feet were laid between 
day reak and dark, the end of the track be- 
ing 325.6 miles from Minot in the morning 
and 833.8 miles from Minot at night. It is 
claimed that even that record would have 
been exceeded and the round nine miles 
would have been reached if an accident had 
not 22 to one of the iron-cars. The 
secon test day’s work was June 16, 
when 88 feet were laid, from 241.7 miles 
west of Minot to 248.9. Both of those records 
are far ahead of the Canadian Pacific’s big- 
— day's work, which (six and a half miles) 

as hitherto stood as the accepted marvel of 
fast tracklaying. 

The number of men at work when the full 
force was on was 6,800, and 3,000 teams or 
about 7,000 horses andmules were employed. 
For a distance o! from sixty to seventy miles 
there was an unbroken series of graders’ 
camps. At times fifty or more of these 
camps could be seen from one point. Over 
10,000,000 cubic yards of earth were taken 
out from Minot to Great Fails. On the Cana- 
dian Pacific during the whole of last summer 
the total amount of earth handled was only 
6,700,000 cubic yards, and this was considered 
a remarkable piece of work. 

The army of men penetrated a country en- 
tirely undeveloped, and traversed one of the 
most interesting sections in the United 
States, known as the third Plateau of Mon- 
tana. The work was carried on from the 
eastern end, and allthe supplies were for- 
warded over the new road as fast as built, 
until within about 100 miles of the Missouri 
River, boats were used to transport supplies 
to various points in advance of the great 
— oft men. Every pound of fooo and for- 
age or horses had to be transported hundreds 
ol miles, and in many cases water was car- 
ried on cars, as very often the men would be 
beyond the immediate reach of natural 
streams, and there was no time to dig wells. 

The building of this road opens up a vast 
country, whose fertility and mchness of soul 
for agrioultural purposes are realized by very 
few ple. Even here at St. Paul the mag- 
nitude of the work and the extent and 1 
bilities of the country — which the 
road passes are as yet unknown. This gigan- 
tic undertaking has been carried out without 
any great amount of tuss and feathers, and 
was Dy no public demonstration. 
When Great Falls was reached last week, 
President Hill and a few friends went out in 
his private car.

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CONVERTED INTO BULLS. 


A REFUSAL TO LEND STOCKS CAUSES 
THE METAMORPHOSIS, 


Wall Street Flooded with Rumors of a 
Ballish Character—Two Problems with 
Which Congress Will Have to Wrestle 
—Control of the Telegraphs and Redue- 
tion of the Tariff’—-The Growing Senti- 
ment in Favor of Obliterating the War 
Taxes—The Voice of the Farmers. 

New York, Oct. 23.—The Tribune's financial 
article says: Monday morning last the bear 
operators met the first concerted effort at 
resistance they have had to encounter in this 
campaign. When the brokers went into the 
market to borrow stocks it was discovered 
that a little combination had been made 
among certain houses to refuse to lend them. 
Stocks which had been lent were called in. 
Had the short interest been excessive in any 
one or more stocks a sharp squeeze in 
these must have resulted. Nothing which 
could be called a squeeze did result, 
so if the movement was pianned to 
effect one it failed by miscalculation; but the 
movement did show that while there was not 
enough short interest to start a bear scare 
there was too much for big operators to feel 
comfortable in. The market was clearly 
oversold. The crowd to borrow stocks was 
the biggest and most excited in the room. 
Two or three stocks which had been most 
heavily sold lent ata premium, other active 
stocks loaned flat, and the balance of 
the lust from 1 to 2 per cent, while 
the rate for call money stood at 8i¢ to 4 
per cent. In this state of affairs a rally 
was necessary.

NEWS FROM THE CREAM CITY, 


The Tight-Barrel Coopers Desert the K. of 
L. Because of the Temperance Clause. 
Mmwaunns, Wis., Oct. 22.—[Special.]— 
Labor circles here are much agitated over 
the withdrawal of the Tight-Barrel Coopers’ 
Assembly from the Knights of Labor. The 
action, which is due to dissatisfaction grow- 
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ing out of theadoption of the new temperance | 


clause to the constitution at the National 
Convention in Minneapolis, was taken last 
night. The coopers threatened last summer 
to withdraw unless the constitution was 
changed by the General Assembly, and only 
waited to see what action that body would 
take. As they are princi engaged in 
manufacturing beer kegs they consider 
that they could not remain in 
an order which embraces’ principles 
inimical to the liquor traffic in general and 
consequently to their trade. There are in the 
city about 800 tight-barrel coopers, most of 
whom belonged to the assembly. Last night 
they reorgahized as Tight-Barrel Coopers’ 
Union No. 4 Between thirty and forty coop- 
ers who opposed the movement will consti- 
tute a new assembly. 

The local officers of the Knights are dis- 
gusted with the coopers for taking such 
action at the time of Grand Master Workman 
Powderly’s presence in the city and when it 
was desired that everything should appear 
harmonious.

Secret of the Excessive Friendliness of En- 
gland for the United States. 

T. C. Crawford in the New York World: 
Every one of tne great papers of London uses 
the most kindly expressions in speaking of 
the United States. Tne London Times has 
nearly every day an editorial upon American 
affairs, speaking of our growth with the 
greatest respect and with the greatest ad- 
miration for the United States, All of the 
papers have spoken in the most agreeable 
terms of the centennial celebration at Phila- 
delphia. Nearly all of them have printed 
very long cable reports of the celebration it- 
self. Ordinarily the English papers do not 

money in cable dispatches from the 
nited States, but they have been very lib- 
eral in their reports of this Philadelphia 
event. I have taken some pains to find out 
the reason for this ebullition of good feeling. 
This kindliness of expression has been much 
more common during the last year. You 
see criticism in the United States only in the 
most bitter of the r weekhes.

JOHN TYLER’S DEATH RECALLED. 


One Insurance Company Pays Its Part of 
the $315,000 on His Life. 

Hartrorp, Coun., Oct. 22.—After a thor- 
ough ‘investigation the Travelers’ Insurance 
Company has this week settied the protested 
claim on the life of John Tyler, the policies 
having been returned Thursday. John Tyler 
of New York and Boston committed suicide 


in a hotel in South Norwalk Nov. 12, 1886. He 
had registered under the assumed name of 
A. Allen, and, after taking a fatal doge of

jected avenues and public structures, with 
those already finished or under way, are cer- 
tain in the near future to make Brussels as 
handsome a Capital as an in Europe. But 
just now in a large part of the place there is 
a sense of incompleteness—a reality of re- 
cently-cleared openings, great buildings lat- 
ticed with scaffoldings, and stretches of 
half-finished streets—which suggest some 
youthful, rapidly-growing American city, in- 
stead of one of the oldest European centrgs. 
When Belgium set up housekeeping for her- 
self half a century ago and installed the Leo- 
poid family at the head of affairs, a distinctive- 
ly new order of things began. The first Leo- 
pold, besides realizing the necessity for in- 
creasing the material prosperity of his coun- 
try, saw all the advantages to accrue from 
enhancing the beauty of his Capital. His 
son, the present King, himself now well 
along in years, has not only followed but im- 
proved upon the paternal inspiration, and, 
aided by a willing people, liberal legislators, 
and competent Ministers, has done more than 
the outside world would yet appreciate to 
give Belgium a standing and dignity 
among natious. The revival of industry 
‘at Ghent and Louvain: the fortifying of 
Antwerp, until it is conceded to be one 
of the most impregnable military points in 
the world, and the increase of its commerce 
tosuch an extent that it is now the most 
consequential seaport of Continental Europe; 
the advancement of Ostend to the position of 
the leading fashionable ocean resort of this 
hemisphere; and the making a miniature 
Paris of Brussels, are some of the tangible 
results of Leopold II.’s judgment and energy. 
In the renaissance of Brussels the King has 
been specially seconded by Burgomaster 
Anspanch, another Baron Haussmann,whose 
genius in the way of ripping down and re- 
modeling was hardiy inferior to that of the 
great Parisian named. Anspanch has gone 
to his long home, but he lived to see his 
plans well along, and died in the certainty 
that his beloved Brussels was in a fair way 
to become an absolute gem among cities. 
The Brussels of today is a metropolis of 
nearly 450,000 people, with spacious parks, 
fine avenues and boulevards, artistic monu- 
ments, and some unusuaily imposing and in- 
teresting public structures. With the ex- 
ception of the Capitol at Washington there 
is no building in the United States compar- 
able to the new Palais de Justi There 
are few cathedrals in Europe richer in 
stained-glass or better examples of the me- 
dieval Gothic than L’Eglise Sainte Gudule; 
and there is not in all Europe a more curious 
spot than the Grand Place of Brussels, with 
its beautiful old Hotel de Ville on one side of 
the square and its ancient and 
homes of the Flemish guilds on the other 
three sides. Each of these guild buiidings— 
and there are some twenty of them— 
has a differently-designed front; and each is 
so picturesque and beautiful that one might be 
completely happy viewing it were tke other 
nineteen or more architectural charmers 
away. Wild and varied are the scenes these 
marvels of buildings have looked down upon! 
Men have been burnea and beheaded in the 
square; burghers have congregated here to 
wrest their rights from churlish and unwill- 
ing rulers; the guilds of ancient days—proto- 
types of the less modern trades-unions—have 
swarmed in and out of the Grand Place, 
striving o adjust fancied, évils, ——

and battered by bombardments; 
French, Austrians, Spaniards, and Dutch 
have all ‘had a hand m the 
making and unmaking of the famous square. 
It has been a sort of centre for the turbulence 
which has racked Belgium these many cen- 
turies; and tnere is hardly a stone in its 
rough pavement that has not known the 
splash of human blood or the tread of feet 
whose owners were spiteful. with deadly 
hatred toward somebody. 

Beatific in comparison ‘to all ‘this is the 
scene of today. Weading —— daily smirk 
and fidget in the Hotel de Ville as the officials 
mumble through ine civic marriage rite. The 

raceful old Palace du Roi is undergoing a 
Faithful restoration and being metamor- 

hosed intoa museum. The fantastic guild- 
homes are now little hotels, estaminets, 
billiard-haunts, and cafés. The open square, 
ot a Sunday morning, is thron with buy- 
ers and sellers in a most unique market—the 
only wares being flowers, pigeons, and dogs. 
There is less romance, but a deal more com- 
fort, in and around the old square than in the 
uproarious days of yore. 

In owning some of the costliest of modern 
structures, in addition to many perf pre- 
served specimens of how they builtin the 
„moyen age, Brussels has a distinction over 
many of her sister capitals of Europe. When 
the grand buildings and thoroughfares now 
planned or in process of compietion are fin- 
ished, it will be, in good sooth, a city having 
little to fear in comparison with any of them. 
The work of modernizing and beautifying is 
not essayed in any half-hearted fashion. To

Brussels has street-railways on which cars 
are run by electricity. There has been plenty 
of experimenting with electricity as a motor 
in other countries with of much suc- 
cess, but I know of no place — Brussels 
where the idea has been 1 y realized. 
Each car has an independent battery under- 
neath the floor, connected with a special 
mechanism, which in its turn is connected 
with the wheels. The electricity is stored 
he being accumulated for a day’s serv- 
ice. It seems to take some little time to do 
the storing, as the cars which are run by 
electricity are laid off fora day after their 
supply has been exhausted, in order to havea 
fresh lot of lightning crammed into their res- 
ervoirs. This is done with all possible 
secrecy—the knack eyidently being 
as something highly important. A single 
wheel on the front platform, resembling 
an ordinary car-brake, controls the move- 
ment of each vehicle.

Tyler was a stock-speculator, bohemian, 

spendthrift, the spoiled son of a fond mother, 
and the black sheep of a prominent Boston 
family. te was well educated and reared in 
the lap of luxury. He went to New York 
about twenty years ago, and at once set out 
on the rambling, aimiess path he was pursu- 
ing so diligently at the time of his death. He 
drifted into Wall street, speculated to quitea 
large extent, but seldom with success. As 
he commanded consideravle capital he be- 
came interested in more than one skyrocket 
enterprise that sooner or later failed. He 
was often dead broke and borrowed very 
small sums of money when in that condition. 
He made heavy drafts on his family, which 
were generally honored, and the money 80 
received was spent lavishly upon a congenial 
but —— coterie who followed him for 
spoils. 
Ta the course of investigation it was ascer- 
tained that Tyler, previous to his death, had 
said he should die by his own hand, and that 
in such case those who had befriended him 
would find that he had arranged to compen- 
gate them. There was evidence that he en- 
tered into a conspiracy with several persons 
in New York who, it was surmised, supplied 
him with money for the procuring of insur- 
ance on his life, such parties being made the 
beneticiaries in the policies. It was upon 
this alleged conspiracy that the insurance 
companies uniformly contested payment. He 
was insured in fifty or more life companies 
for $315,000. The companies immediately 
protested ment of the large insurance, 
claiming t fraud had been practiced. 
Among the policies were two of $10,000 each 
in the Travelers’. While many of the com- 
panies combined to fight payment on the 
claim of fraud the Travelers’ began an inves- 
tigation independent of the others. Dr. J. B.

At the close of the Milwaukee Exposition, 
despite the undusiness-like exploit re- 
ferred to, Howard was appoioted curator of 
the Museum of Art,” established in that 
city about that time. The Museum of Art 
was organized by Mrs. Alexander Mitchell, 
who was its President, and by others sociaily 
prominent. How Howard got the place of 
curator it would be difficult to say, but he is 
a man of plausible address, rather good looks, 
and came to Milwaukee on the half recom- 
mendation of Mr. A. S. Ludlow of Milwau- 
kee, a wealthy gentleman who takes a deep 
interest in art and who knew at the time he 
recommended Howard that the late Superin- 
tendent of the art debartment of the exposi- 
tion would be absentin Europe for a time 
and that some one was wan tor the place. 
Howard had been living at the Beaurivage 
Flats in Michigan avenue and there Mr. Lud- 
low met him and was impressed by his 
taking demeanor and apparent knowledge 
on all art subjects. Doubtiess his recommen- 
dation had much weight. At any rate How- 
ard obtained the position of curator as men- 
tioned. Mr. Ludiow, seen and questioned on 
the subject, said that he had entertained a 
good opinion of Howard. The only odd thing 
ever noted by him about the man was the 
repiy he gave when questioned as to his 
place of birth. He always said in answer to 
the query that he was from Virginia.“ but 
designating no particular place in the State.

Howard was appointed curator of the 
Milwaukee Museum of Art in the fall of 1883 
and occupied that ition until the 
e Museum of 
a moderately suc-

longer required. He had, however, made his 
record while in the place. Ives, the Ameri- 
can sculptor in Paris, sent to the museum a 
piece of statuary, “Ino and Bacchus,“ a fe- 
male figure with the infant Bacchus above it.

The upshot of it 
all is alleged to have been that Howard took 
the man aside and explained that he had 
changed his name, that Roney was not the 
sort of name for one in the art business, and 
that he had taken another “ professionally.’’ 


THE CHANGE OF NAME, 


How Winfield Scott Hewitt Roney Became 
Wendell Stanton Howard. 

It became a curious question after this dis- 

covery as to who Mr. Wendell Stanton How- 


ard really might be, and the Detroit corre- 
spondent of Taz TAmUxE was instructed to 
make inquiries’ in that city. He devoted 
some time to the task and did it thoroughly.

LOUDERBACK’S REVELATIONS, 


Interview with the Auctioneer Who Sold 
Pictures for Howard in February. 

Frank Louderback was the auctioneer who 
had sold the pictures for Howard in Febru- 
ary. Mr. Louderback is nowin business on 
Wabash avenue, and to him the investigator 
went for information concerning it. Of the 
statue it may be briefly said that it still re- 
mains where it was consigned and no one 
seems to want it. The conversation with 
Mr. Louderback drifted to pictures. There 
had come to the ears of Tue TRIBUNE 
man in the course of his search 
various stories as to the business 
carried on here of copying pictures and sell- 
ing them as originals, and with these stories

Still. the artists consulted would make no 
direct charges, and it was difficult to geta 
starting-point in the matter. Mr. Louder- 
back supplied it. It came out that, as already 
stated, he was the auctioneer conducting the 
auction sale of Howard’s pictures last win- 
ter, and he was questioned concerning it and 
asked his opinion of Howard. He had little 
to say save that Howard had imposed upon a 
friend of his.

THE ORIGINAL PAINTING, 


Fraud Readily Detected—The Moral to Be 
Drawn in the Matter. 

The package was taken to THz TRIBUNE 
office and opened. It contained the original 
painting. Before a comparison with the copy 
the difference was readily distinguishable. 

Photographs of both the original and the 
copy were taken, and then the original was 
returned to Mr. Bremmer, who is quite satis- 
fied with the result of Tur TRIBUNE’S investi- 
gations. The copy has not yet been returned 
to Mr. Moulton, but is at present in possession 
of Toe TrRIbuNe’s attorney. The damage suit 
against THe TRIBUNE was withdrawn some 
time ago. Such is a summary of the case of 
Winfield Scott Hewitt Roney, alias Wendell 
Stanton Howard. 

The story of the forgery of a picture and 
the circumstances of the exploit as related 
above may have other than the good effect of 
exposing individuals. In the course of the 
inquiries made among artists and picture- 
dealers enough was learned to indicate that 
the rascally business has become extensive, 
and that there are rogues abroad as well as 
at home. One incident is worthy of 
relation from the warning it affords. 
An artist well known Chicago 
was abroad some time ago and 
while in Munich became a friend of 
one of the most noted artists there. 
Tnis Munich artist had just completed 
an English historical picture in which 
appeared a King and Queen and a famous 
Cardinal. In examining this picture the Chi- 
cagoan noticed a stiffness about one of the 
hands which he thought would, had the 
work been done by a. pupil, have been a 
subject of reprimand.

3 — 
months in Rome the third-rate English tour- 
ist stopping to drop an H over the tomb of 
the Scipios and the Monsignore wrangling 
over the lost cause had begun to pall upon 
me, and I turned my back on the Eternal 


City without a regret. I have passed the 


summer in this quiet retreat, undisturbed by 
the Neapolitan racket that fills the neighbor- 
ing hotels of Sorrento. Nocharm of nature 
has been denied to Sant’ Agnello, and it has 
been spared the curse of fashionable human- 
ity. The Gulf of Naples lies spread before 
me, and the air is almost soundless. 

The first acquaintance I made here was 
that of the Archbishop of Sorrento, to whom 
I brought a letter of introduction. Of the 
ancient glories of Sorrento ecclesiastical 
splendor alone survives. Her line of Doges, 
her hardy sailors that defied and conquered 
the fleet of Amalfi, her brave peasantry that 
backed Masaniello in his unequal fight with 
the Spanish Viceroy, have passed away; but 
her episcopal throne has not been tenantless 
for fourteen centuries. 

The Doges perhaps kept more state than 
Monsignore Giustiniani; but he keeps as 
much as a Cardinal in Rome, and, being over- 
shadowed by no superior and leveled by no 
equal, seems a more imposing personage. At 
Rome there is always the Pope, and I have 
myself had the honor to sit at table with 
eight mempers of the Sacred College. It is 
only when isolated that the Cardinal suggests 
the proportions of a Wolsey or a Richelieu. 

To be even conspicuous in Rome he needs 
the gigantic stature, the romantic past, and 
the exalted birth of the Archpriest of St. 
Peter’s, Cardinal Howard, who began life as 
an officer of the Guards, and is cousin to the 
Duke of Norfolk. These accidental advan- 
tages are those that strike the imagination. 
Of the thousands who throng the grand 
functions at St. Peter's few «now or care 
that Cardinal Howard is hardly less skilled 
in languages than was Mezzofanti, or that his 
library, through whose lanes of big folios he 
once consented to be my guide, is one of the 
finestin Rome. To most of them he isa 
splash of color, an aristocratic presence, a 
martial wearer of priestly robes, whose per- 
sonality is of far less consequence than his 
esthetic fitness to pontificate under the 
dome of Michael Angelo. 

For atime the Archbishop’s name, which 
he inherits from his ancestor, the Emperor. 
Justinian, was the most decorative on my vis- 
iting list, but it is .owrivaled by that of a 
person more widely known. The acquaint- 
anceof Mr. F. Marion Crawford I probably 
owe to the favorable report of a young En- 

lish artist with whom I have established 
riendly relations. Be this as it may, after 
due exchange of calls, I had recently the 
honor to dine with him at the Villa Craw- 
ford. Than this a villa. clinging to 
the edge of atowering cliff, whose precip- 
itous lines are reflected by the blue waters 
below, and commanding the whole incom- 
parable panorama of the gult, a fairer home 
was never fashioned even in a poet’s dream. 
Due wholly to Mr. Crawford’s imagination, 
founded on fiction and roofed with romance, 
it is the literal translation into masonry 
of a chfiteau en Espagne. Making bricks 
without straw is not an impossible task after 
all. Why didn’t the Israelites think of fiction? 
They had prophets enough. 

To the interior of the Villa Crawford only 
the pen of the author of Cousin Pons 
could do justice. Not that either Mr. or Mrs. 
Crawford is a rabid collector of -bibelots, but 
because both have been great travelers, and 
have chosen to return from their innumer- 
able journeys laden with those “chefs

FORD. of whose earliest 
gifts to his wife was a silver bell made 
by Benvenuto Cellim. Pictures there 
are few, but I could not help re- 
marking an interesting portrait of 
Mr. Crawford at the age of 15, painted by his 
stepfather, and two portraits of his mother 
on one of which Page has laid the colors o 
youth, while the other has been touched with 
autumnal tints by the hand of her husband 
Mr. Terry. Mr. Crawford’s books I have had 
no opportunity to examine; but it may be as- 
sumed that all are well selected, and that 
many of them are rare—especially those he 
inherited from his Crichton of an uncle, the 
late Samuel Ward, a bust of whom is an hon- 
ored ornament of the library. 

Inveterate lovers of literary gossip will 
perhaps care to know that Mr. Crawford pro- 
duced at least one of his novels while the 
occupant of the apartment in which I write. 
This was before he had i ned his present 
dwelling-place. The old umella, from 
which the Jesuits were expelled in the last 
century, and which for 110 years has been 
kept as an inn by the same family, with its 
subterranean galleries and mysterious cor- 
ners, might well inspire a romancer; but it 
was not under its shelter that the story of | 
which I speak was written. Mr. Crawford 
hasa sensitive ear, and the noises of the 
hotel drove him to spend his hours of com- 
position elsewhere. Near at hand is a 
cliff whose summit is crowned by a 
villa that belongs to the Roumanian 
wife of a Russian Prince, from whom it goes 
without saying that she lives apart, while its 
base 18 honeycombed with corridors and 
caves that once resounded to the song of the 
sirens. In one of these caves Mr. Crawford 
took refuge. For two weeks he passed the 
hours between breakfast and dinner in this 
picturesque seclusion, writing at the rate of 
achapteraday. At the end of that time he 
had completed the fourteen chapters of To 
Leeward.” During that fortnight the gray 
old cliff presented a dramatic contrast. The 
Princess in her villa, plunged 10 feverish dis- 
sipations and surronnded by sycophants— 
the author in his still cave, with no compan- 
ion but the sea. It is perhaps time for the 
sociologist to inquire how far the corruption 
of European morals is due to the invasion of 
society by semi-barbarians with dazzling ti- 
tles and great fortunes, wnich enable them 
at once to gratify their savage lust of pleas 
ure and to blind others to their vices. 

Over six feet in hight, with amanly face, 
straight nose, bright blue eyes, and a mouth 
of remarkabiy delicate shape, fringed, not 
hidden, by an adequate brown mustache, 
skilled in all athletic sports, and famous at 
84, Mr. Crawford, were his modesty i 
might well serve as model for the hero o 
oneof his own novels. And yet, with every ac- 
complishment of a finished man of the world, 
he is simplicity itself, devoted to his literary 
work. to which he gives six hours daily— 
equally divided between morning and after- 
noon—and faithful in the performance of all 
the humdrum duties * are commonly 80 

ksome to the man of genius. 

"Tt is needless to say that his manners are 
lished, and that he is an entertaining talk- 
er. Many of his remarks are quotable. For 
example: Apropos of the wife of a celebrated 
sculptor, in whom he had observed a real in.

“Toil, envy, want, the 
patron, and the jail” have not marked 
the successive s of his literary 
mage. From his first novel, “ Mr. 
Isaacs,“ which made him famous in a day, 
down to “Saracinesca,” his latest, which. 
places him in the front rank of living writers 
of English fiction, his career has n un- 
brokenly successful. The light breezes that 
cross the broad loggia of his villa on the sea- 
ward cliffs and stir the Turkish embroideries 
that drape its doors liberate no odors of 
Grub street, and there is little to remind one 
of the struggling author in the man who 
shelves his volumes in the bookcases of Cle- 
ment VIL.

SCIENTIFIC BREVITIES, 


The Latest Discoveries in the Various De- 
partments of Science. 
[Prepared for The Chicago Tribune.] 

A recent number of the Revue Industrielle 
publishes a code of rules promulgated by the 
Committee of Public Health for France relative 
to the use of colors to be allowed m painting 
children’s toys. All arsenic colors are prohibit- 
ed and such lead colors as are soluble in water. 
Chrome yellow, however, is allowed, provided it 
be covered with varnish or alcohol. 

Mr. George Blagrore, in an article on 
“House Construction in Relation to Health,” 
has some very sensible ideas upon the sanitary 
problems involved. Among others he Calls at- 
tention to the desirability of streets running 
northeast and southwest and northwest and 
soucheast instead of east and west, as at present. 
By this plan every house has the sun shining 
into it every day, and into all the windows. The 
results are most beneficial where this plan is 
on oy = gpa the homes dry, cheering, and

Capt. Douglas Galton has recently deliv- 
ered an address before the Society of Arts 
upon the progress of sanitation in England dur- 
ing the reign of Queen Victoria. He shows that 
all of the various acts passed by Parliament dur- 
ing this period have contributed greatly to the 
welfare and prosperity of the English nution. 
During the decade of 1856-60 the annual average 
saving of livesin England and Wales owing to 
such improvements was 7,789; in 186070 it was 
10,481; in 1870-'80 it was 48,4483; and in 1880-84 it 
was 102, * 

It is stated that the name of ale as ap- 

lied to malt liquors was probably first intro- 

ced into England by the Danes, as the word 
wol“ is still used the Scandinavian na- 
tives as the nim. — we that 
time the Anglo-Saxon word beer had been 
used; but it icll more and more rapidly into dis- 
use with the extension of the word ale until 
the reign of Henry the Eighth, when hops were 
introduced from Germany. With the hops came 
the German word bier,“ and the revival of 
the ancient discarded “beer” to denote beer 
— from hops as opposed to that made without 

em. 

From Germany comes the report of a new 
r for making an artificial leather by com- 

ining skins with from 5 to 10 per cent of sinews. 
Scraps and cutt from leather are washed, 
cut, boiled in strong alkaline lye, shredded, and 
then washed with hydrochloric acid to remove 
all traces of alkali. Sinews which have been 
treated in the same manner are added, and the 
whole steamed in an acid bath until of a con- 
sistency like glue. The whole mass is thorough- 
ly mixed, run and spread out into sheets painted 
on both sides with a strong solution of alum, 
and is finished by coating the upper surface with 
a thin varnish of caoutchouc dissolved in carbon 
disulphide. 

The reapplication of long absolete com- 

unds to modern use has received a striking 

llustration in the latest method of antiseptic 
treatment by the eminent surgeon Prof. Lister. 
He soaks his bandages in a solution of sal- 
alembroth—a compound known to the alchem- 
ists, but not used since then in medicine. This 
salt is made by volatilizing a mixture of mercuric 
chloride and sal-ammoniac, All of the dressings 
are soaked in a solution of one part salt to 100 of 
water. Another peculiarity of his latest treat- 
ment consists in adding also a weak solution of 
aniline blue. This salt turns red when touched 
by an alkali, and therefore shows immediately 
any alkaline discharged, besédes giving some in- 
timation of its nat and quantity. 

The manufacture of artificial gems has as- 
sumed considerable importance and with the 
great disadvantage that many of them find their 
way into the market as the real. Such a K- 
age of artificial rubies were recently offerea in 
Paris as the real stones from a new locality. 
Close examination showed them to be very like 
in color, but characterized by many small 
shaped bubbles or spherical cavities, often with 
filaments at one end, clearly showing that they 
had moved. In natural rubies cavities of this 
nature never occur. They are always angular 
and are frequently filled with some liquid. 0 
rubies, moreover, present a feathery appear- 
ance, due to the ag tion of countless micro- 
scopic crystals or n es. In all other respects 
—color, hardness, n and lustre— 
there is practically no erence between the 
true and the false. 

A letter from Paris records a very curious 
and remarkable series of observations by MM. 
Frédéricg and De Mma 4 upon the self-mutila- 
tion of crabs. If, e.g, the extremity ofa limb 
be injured, or a violent pain be brought about, 
the limbis dropped by the animal. The process 
is as follows: The animal raises the limb until 
it rests against the protruding edge of the shell 
just overhead; then, by powerful contractions of 
the muscle which raised the limb, assisted 
by the counter muscle, the limb is broken and 
drops off. The reason for such a spontaneous 
mutilation, which must be very painful and 
wearing upon the organism, appears to be in the 
fact that when limbs thus torn off little if 
e, ifa limb be cut, 
profuse bleeding follows, tothe danger of the 
animal's iife. This process has been observed 
to take place in many kinds of crabs—indeed, al- 
most all species—some species of lobsters, and 
even in some spiders and vertebrates.

this Boston organization. The root of the 
difficulty between Mr. Gericke and the larger 
class of those who assist Mr. Higginson in 
maintaining this orchestra lies in the persist- 
ence shown by Mr.Gericke in failing to Amer- 
icanize himself, and heis as essentially a Ger- 
man of Germany today as he was when he 
first landed in Ameria. Nor is this all; there 
is no indication that a residence of any num- 
ber of years in Boston will change Mr. 
Gericke’s estimate of American character or 
lead him to more accurately gage the musical 
taste and culture of American audiences. 
Mr. Gericke, as an individual, has a perfect 
right to pick and choose his associates; but 
as the head of the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra, with an absolute and autocratic control 
over this organization and its public per- 
formances, he has other duties than the 
maintenance of his ideal in concert-giving, and 
these duties include the gaining of a wider 
and clearer view of what the public taste is, 
and how far and fast it can be educated with- 
out making the pupils desert their studies in 
disgust at their dryness and lack of interest. 


How Mozart Was Buried, 

The Pall Mall Gazette says that the approach- 
ing gala performance of Don Giovanni” has 
set all the Paris chroniqueurs on the track of 
Mozart’s biography. Some curious knowl- 
edge has been opportunely aired. Here is the 
story, the autheutic story, of the barial of 
the tcomposer: The interment took place 
Deo. 6, 1791, in the Cemetery of St. Marx, at 
Vienna. In the midst of the ceremony a vio- 
lent storm broke forth in sudden fury, and 
the rain fell in such torrents that all the 
guests and friends dispersed. The inter- 
ment continued, and ih the confusion 
the site of his special grave was not 
remarked, None of his friends—and many of 
them were very rich—had thought of secur- 
ing for hima private grave. He was buried 
in a common fosse, with many others. A 
few days afterward his widow tried to iden- 
tify his place of sepulture and wae unable. 


In 1859 the municipality of Vienna thought to 


render homage to the memory of the great 
composer: A monument was to be erected 
over his tomb. Then it was found that the 
tomb could not be identified. Up to that time 
no cross, no sign, no funereal embiem indi- 
cated the resting-place of Mozart. The mu- 
nicipality were resolved this scandal should 
not continue. The fourth tomb at the right 
of the great crossin the cemetery was se- 
lected to have honor done to it as 1 
dust of Mozart, and since 1850 it n 
treated as Mozart’s tomb.

OPEN LETTER TO MY SON. 


Now that you are 6 hours old kindly permit 
me to call your attention to a habit which, with 

‘pain I say it, is growing on you or in you, perhaps 
both ways, It is nothing less than a decided dis- 
position to express your dissatisfaction with the 
world as you find it. Now, my boy, all habits, 
with the possible exception of riding-habits, are 
easily formed.

At your present small age the above 
may be your style of hinting that you are joy“ 
fully content; but long-established precedents 
are against any such supposition, and sol will 
proceed on the hypothesis that during the entire 
six hours of your life you have been dissatisfied 
and making your feelings known. 

Now, baby dear, take a quiet tip from me 
and turn your new back on dissatisfaction. It is 
the only real poverty you will ever have to ante 
against, In these aays of gas, milk, oil, and salt 
trusts fortune may be thrust upon you at any 
time, but if you cuddle dissatisfaction in your 
arms you will still be poor. 

A few illustrations based on your own recent 
breaks may be of service right here. 

First, you kicked before you were six seconds 
old because you were dropped on the floor. Now, 
why kick? It was an accident that may not oc- 
cur again in two days. Give us a Chance to get 
used to you, 

A few seconds later you howled because your 
sister confidentially revosed her thumb in your 
eye. She did not mean to hurt you; she had an 
idea you were patented somewhere; she thought 
your eye was a button, to be pushed once for 
bell-boy and all day for an answer. Wait till 
she gets familiar enough with you to sit on your 
head as she does with me when I am playing her 
horse and fail exhausted. 

Again you squalled out your dissatisfattion 
with a teaspoonful of squilis. If you hadn't 
squalied you would not have strar gled. Instead 
of letting it course gently down your throat you 
took itin your eyes, nose, and windpipe, just 
where it could be of no earthly use. 

That you objected to your first bath was my 
fault—blood will tell; but as a matter of fact 
many doctors recommend bathing, and if you try 
to get used to it while you are little you may not 
mind itso much when you are grown. As for 
your nurse, with the paw like a mill-hand, I will 
say we chose ag old one because you are young 
and hard to bathe; when you are old youjmay 
choose a young one, unless customs change. 

Again I will acknowledge that 1 have not the 
heartto more than notice the revulsion of feel- 
ing which swept you, poor little newly-launched 
craft, from stem to stern, when you inhaled that 
safety-pin.

I had to admire the 
strength with which you withstood the awful 
power that has whirled whole Villages and town- 
ships from the face of the earth and its railroad 
maps. You became a full-blown windmill on 
very short notice, but you lacked its dignity of 
expression. Don't complain about it; as soon as 
you are old enough to be shorn, my lamb, you 
will find the winds are tempered to you, but until 
then just be content to be tempered yourself. 

Later on you called forthe ayes and noes be- 
cause the §20-a-week nurse bathed your ringlets 
with ammonia instead of the customary mild bay 
rum.

It knows its 
place, it’s up all day and around all night, and it 
shines for all without fear or favor, free of charge.

If I understand the present expression on your 
face you are defending your pure cussedness 
with the plea that you have nothing to be pleased 
at, nothing to be thankful for, but you are quite 
wrong. You might have been twins. Think of 
all your woes being doubled. two fails on the 
floor, two fingers in two of your eyes, two doses 
of medicine, two cyclones in your sub-celiars, eto.

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THE SAND-LOTS ORATOR AND 
MANDARIN MEKT. 


The Most Lively Debate Yet on the Great 
Chinese Question—Denis Made a Splen- 
did Start, but Wong Chin Foo Was &

He, a mandarin of 
bluest Celestial blood and wearer of many 
buttons, challenged Denis, a plain American 
truckman and all-round sand-lots or- 
ator, to come out on the ~»plat 
form and hold public debate on the 
meérits and demerits of John Chinaman as a 
factor in the American body politic. A 
shrewd theatrical man, seeing prospects of 
large and juicy gate-money, tried his best to 
bring the pair together in public, but in 
vain. Denis knew that, although Wong was 
a little fellow, he had much ready wit and a 
keen tongue, and not even the chance to earn 
@ good-sized purse could induce him to enter 
the coutest. So he quictly went on in his 
peaceful pursuit of throwing mud at the Chi- 
nese character and scorned to debate with 
Wong Chin Foo. 

Since that time Wong Chin Foo has been 
growing greater, and so has Denis. Wong 


1 has lectured at $600 a night, traveied all over 


America, and lately wrote articles for the 
World and the North American Review. Denis 
was elected to high and profitable offices by 
his appreciative San Franciscan fellow-citi- 
zens again and again, and gave up truck- 
driving altogether for the delights and gains 
of speech-making. Everybody who reads the 
World knows that lately he returned to New 
York for the purpose of delivering more 
speeches. This time he is going to help pass 
the Mitchell bill w prohibit any more 
Chinamen from setting foot in America.

The discrimination which we find in Shaks- 
peare between appetite and digestion, and 
their relations one to another, reappears in 
Bacon. Macbeth says:

Both refer to the effect of terror upon the 
rising of the hair.
